It has been demonstrated, in this 


locality, during the late rains that 
oil and clay will not make a good wet 
weather road surface, 
while on the 


the other hand oil on a dirt or sand 
road, is a good thing in wet weather 
as well as in dry. 
This we think, has 


been fully demonstrated to the satis- 
faction of all by the condition of those 
portions of Citrus avenue between 
Badillo and College streets, and E. 
College street between Citrus avenue 
and Second street. 
The former was 


treated several months ago to a dress- 
ing of clay and oil which during the 
past week has been practically impass- 
able to pedestrians on account of mud. 
East College street which was treated 
last summer to two heavy dressings of 
oil on the soil surface has proved an 
excellent 
thoroughfare, 
absolutely 


devoid of all mud. It is believed that 
the condition of Citrus avenue will be 
much improved by the heavy coating 
of coarse sand which is now being 
spread on its surface . 


While a compact subgrade is always 


to be desired, it has been proven that 
an excellent road may be made across 
absolute sand if the 
roadway be 


treated to repeated sprinklings with 
asphalt and successive thin layers of 
sand. 
In some cases where a road on 


compact, 
fine grained soil has re- 


ceived an asphalt bath, a coating of 
fine gravel has been applied, the re- 
sult being a surface with good wear- 
ing qualities. 
It is well known to 


builders that coar.->e ^aiul is inure eco- 
nomical than line, because there arc 
fewer surface.-, to In' u n i t e d ami e.oii- 
sequently less lime or cement is re- 
quired. The same principle applies in 
the use ol asphalt on the roads, and it 
is believed bv some observers that the 
practice ul appiyinjj line gravel after 
each application of u.->pha!t will be- 
come general.

IfoWfie trees to secure 


the benefits of irrigation and for the 
proper aeration of the soil, this crust 
must be broken, and for the past 
several years, in this locality, ranchers 
have been giving this matter a great 
deal of thought-as to the best methods 
to be pursued to accomplish this end. 


The method as pursued by Mr. 


Kerckhoff requires the use of three 
plows. 
He first throws three furrows 


toward the trees, on each side, with an 
ordinary three furrow gang, graduat- 
ing Jhe shears so as not to seriously 
disturb the feeding roots. This com- 
pleted he uses a large disc plow, 
drawn 
by four horses, 
following 


closely behind this, in the same fur- 
row, with an ordinary walking plow, 
which combined with the disc, thor- 
oughly breaks the hard crusty forma- 
tion. This method of plowing leaves 
a deep dead furrow in the center of 
the rows, but, this objection is over- 
come, when the entire orchard is plow- 
ed, by throwing the soil back into the 
dead furrow with a gang. 


This method of plowing, on heavy 


soils, pulverizes the soil, breaks the 
under crust and allows the lower roots 
to secure the benefits of irrigation 
which cannot be accomplished by any 
other means. The trees cannot thrive 
and remain in a healthy condition so 
long as the hard under crust created 
by irrigation and shallow cultivation 
is allowed to remain.

A jury of ten good men and true, 


rendered a verdict in Recorder Par- 
ker's Court on Thursday, 
acquiting 


Ira Bell, of the firm of Bell & Ostran- 
der, grocers, of the alledged crime of 
conducting a bill posting 
business 


without first securing a city license. 


The complaint, which was sworn to 


by the city marshal, alleged that on 
or about Feb. 14, Ira Bell used a board 
fence, situated on leased property 
adjoining his place of business on 
Badillo street as a public bill board, 
receiving a remuneration for bills 
posted thereon, which is contrary to 
Ordinance No. 16 of the City of Co- 
vina. The prosecution was conducted 
by city attorney, E. B. Carrier, J. R. 
Hodges, Esq., appearing for the de- 
fense. 


The prosecution attempted to estab- 


lish the fact that Bell had for a finan- 
cial remuneration rented space on 
said bill board, but this it could only 
do by hearsay evidence, which was 
objected to by the defense, the objec- 
tion being fully sustained by the 
court. The City did however prove 
upon cross examination that Bell had 
received the promise of 100 cigars 
from a certain cigar manufacturer to 
allow them to use the board to ad- 
vertise the "Owl Cigar." 


The defendant testified that the 


board was only used in a legitimate 
way to advertise goods sold by them 
in their grocery store and for no other 
purpose. 


If the jurymen had any doubts exist- 


ing in their minds as to the guilt of 
Bell it certainly was dispelled by the 
eloquent argument of the attorney for 
the defense, who, after casually re- 
tering to the ordinance,in impassioned 
words boasted of the rights and privi- 
leges enjoyed by the American people 
under the Constitution of the United 
States and their unalienable rights to 
"Life, 
Liberty and the pursuit of 


Happiness," and among these liber- 
ties, the defense argued, existed the 
right of every man to advertise his 
business on his property in any man- 
ner he saw fit, and his opinion was 
unquestionably sustained by the jury.

The Feeding of Horses 


To understand 
the 
principles- of 


economical feeding, the horse must he 
considered as a machine out of which 
it is desired to obtain the greatest 
amount of work at the smallest ex- 
pense and the least risk. To meet these 
requirements the food must be whole- 
some, abundant, clean and sweet, the 
hours of feeding regular, and the dif- 
ferent 
kinds of food given in 
their 


proper order. Water first, then hay 
followed by grain. Food to be digested 
requires a length of time in the stom- 
ach in proportion to the amount of ni- 
trogen it contains, thus grain needs to 
btay there longer than hay, and since 
the' stomach of the horse is not large 
enough to hold all the hay and grain 
of an ordinary feeding, it is best to 
plve the hay before the grain. If the 
grain is taken first, it is pushed out 
of the stomach into the intestines be- 
fore it has been properly acted upon 
by tho gastric juice, rendering diges- 
tion incomplete, and waste of food. 


When hay is given first it passes out 


rf the stomach and is digested in the 
intestines, and 
copctim leaving room 


for tho ffrain In the stomach, The ani- 
mal should invariably IIP watered be- 
fore feeding, it is quickly 
absorbed, 


rendering 
the 
digestive organs in a 


proper 
condition *o receive tho drier 


food. 
While if taken after feeding It 


dilutes the juices of the alimentary 
canal, occasioning poor digestion. Feed 
should bo given dry. anil a mixture of 
foods of different degrees of digesti- 
bility should be. avoided. The amount 
required daily for a working linrse is 
two per cent, of his body weight In 
solids.—Cultivator.

The best disposition to be made of 


orange culls is to compost them with 
lime. It is not desirable to put them 
directly into the ground, not only ou 
account of the blue mold, but also 
on account of the essential oils and 
the acid, which should first be de- 
stroyed by fermentation. 
Sprinkle 


the fruit with lime, then put on a 
layer of earth, then another layer of 
culls, and so on.

months this compost will be

ciently decomposed to render it avail- 
able without detriment.

Irrlgators, Beware! 


A county ordinance went into effect 


on February 15, in relation to per- 
mitting irrigation water to flow upon 
public highways. 
The language of 


the new law is as follows: 


"It shall be unlawful for any person 


to cause or permit any 
irrigating 


water to flow from land being irrigated 
by him or her, either as owner, tenant 
or employee, upon, across or along any 
road, street, laue, alley or public high- 
way without first having secured a 
written permit therefor 
from the 


Board of Supervisors. 


"Every person who shall violate any 


of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than £500 or less than 510, or by 
imprisonment in the County Jail for 
not exceeding thirty days, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment."

TO SETTLE LABOR TROUBLES 


Proviiion* Made For Arbitration In All 


General Difficulties 


Tbe first meeting of the executive 


committee of thirty-six, appointed by 
the National Civic Federation to ar- 
bitrate labor troubles, was held in New 
York last Wednesday with 
Senator 


Ilanna in the chair. The object of the 
gathering was to receive the report 
on a working plan by means of which 
strikes, lockouts and other forms of 
disputes between capitalists and labor- 
ing classes may be settled. 


Thin plan was presented by a sub- 


committee in the form of a set of 
by-laws, which provide that the chair- 
man of the executive committee of 
the federation shall appoint a commit- 


tee on conciliation to consist of nine 
members, three of whom shall be se- 
lected from each group of the leglslft* 
tive committee, representing capital, 
labor and the general public, wtuwe 
duty it shall tre, at the request of the 
chairman, 
upon 
information 
of a 


threatened strike or lockout of more 
than local magnitude, to use Its good 
offices In restoring harmonious rela- 
tions, reporting Its action to the ex- 
ecutive committee. Should the efforts 
.of the conciliation committee prove, In- 
effective and should both parties to 
the dispute desire the services of the 
executive committee, It Is directed that 
It may be invited to select two employ- 
ers and two wage earners from the 
executive committee to serve as an 
arbitration board. 


Should the four find it necessary to 


appoint an umpire to finally decide the 
dispute, they may select a fifth mem- 
ber from the division representing tbe 
public. Should the controversy seem 
of such magnitude as to justify tbe 
action, the officers of the executive 
committee shall be authorized to call 
a meeting of the entire executive com- 
mittee to consider the situation and 
take such action as may, in its judg- 
ment, be required. 
The executive 


committee may appoint auxiliary com- 
mittees to deal with local disturbances, 
the rules governing the same to be In 
harmony with the general purpose ot 
the industrial department. 


At the close of the meeting Senator 


Hanna paid: "The meeting was very 
patisfactory. Thirty out of thirty-six 
members were present and the spirit 
displayed was splendid. We feel de- 
lighted with tbe results of our efforts 
toward utter harmony between capital 
and labor."
